Ha bad bno Chief of the Offioa of Political 
Affaira of tha weet Oernan Foreign Offioa ainea Jam *&$• Be had proriouely 
boan Chiaf of tha Foreign Offioa legal Division (1953-195U) and Foreign 
Offieo Advieer for Special Tasks (1?5«-1955)* 

Dr. Oreve vac born on Oetobar 16, 1911, in Baaburg. Tho aon of a 
nerohant, ha studied lav at tho unlvoraitles of Berlin* Freiburg* Frankfurt* 
and nanburg. Iron tha Carnagio Foundation ha received a acholarahip for 
rosaareh at tha Aoadeny of International law at Tha Bagae. In 1936 ha 
received hia doctorate of lava fron tha Unlverelty of Hwrtmrg, euhadtting 
| theole on tha subject of "Lav and Mercy* j tha thaaia contained a phLU 
oaophioal and juridical interpratation of tha eoneopt of aerey in 
f hakeepearlan drana, aa in Measure for Measure.

Office in May 1#1. At that Una Dr. Oravo had alraady aada anbotantial 
oontclbutio.e toward dotoradnittg Oamany*a poatvar lagal poaition in hia 
■tudiaa on "Tha FomaUon of tha United nations," »An Oecnpation Statute 
for Geruany," and "Antinaadaa of FederalisM." These traatiaoo appear ad la 
1FU8. 

. Sine* coning to Washington aona two and a half yeare ago aa Ambassador, 
Dr. Qrava haa playad a proadnant rola in Vaat Oarnan participation in pre* 
parationa for tha verloua oonfaraneea and enchangeo with tha Seriate ooeaaionad 
by tho ooatinuing Berlin eriaea. Be van the principal repreeentetive and 
apokaanan for tha Federal Republic at the 1F5° Geneva Conferonee of Foreign 
Minietere, and Is coreidared one;*? the loading Oarnan experte on the eoaplex 
of problana aaaociated with Oernan reunification. Mnn aa Anbaeeedor he haa 
found tlaa to continue hie aeholarly pureuite #> anddaaeollaotion of hia poatvar 
papera on Oernan foreign policy - a bock of acre than 500 pagea - haa Just 
been published in Oerauny. 

Dr. Oreve haa been a tirelaaa proponent of European integration ainea 
ha entered the Foreign Office in 1*51. One of tha neat active of the 
Oernan legal technicians working on tha IDC and Faria Agreementa, he played 
a proadnant rola et the aejor international eotfereneee en thaaa eubjeete, 
acting aa Special Dalagate of the Federal Republic at the Berlin Con- 
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In 1553 be cone to the United Statec for the first tine, spending three 
sooths here and«r the joint aasplcee of the Stats Department and Qoorgotoim 
University. Ha has slso aeeonpaalsd Chancellor Adenauer sad Foreign 
Xiideter *on Brontano on nany offloisl visits* including ths trip ts 
Hoseov in September 195$ which rssultsd in ths rseatablisment of re- 
latione between ths Soviet Union snd ths German Fsdsrsl Rapublie, and 
Chancellor Adenauer's visit to the Unitsd States in Hay 1*57. As Ambassador, 
Dr. Grove has nonaged to travel extensively in the United State* both as 
a slght-eser and in connection with numeroue apeaking engagemsnte. While 
ha disobsrgss hia representative funetiena in a reasonably eatiafactory 
manner* he oyrioualy doee net enjey the nore heotio aspeots of Washington 
diplomatic *c$l soeisl life. 

Dr. Grove spsaka flusnt English. Be and the preaent Mrs. Grave have 
one snail child* Three older children of his by his first marriage life 
in Germany. H* is prassntly the Vest Oeman publisher of the Archivss for 
Public lav and co-publisher of the influential journals Foreign Affairs snd 
BUte Lav. 
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
